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AN AGE LIMIT FOR ARCHITECTS 


E referred in our issue for October 6 to the 
remarkable method adopted by the Office of 
Works and agreed to by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects for the selection of 
architects for the new public offices in London and 
Edinburgh, and we now return to the matter in view of 
a welcome though inadequate concession which has been 
made by the Government. It will be remembered that 
after a long and acrimonious discussion in and out of 
Parliament the Government abandoned what we believe 
was their original intention to erect the new offices from 
designs prepared by the Office of Works, and finally 
agreed that the buildings should be entrusted to men 
in private practice. Welcome as this decision was, no 
one supposed that the method of selection of the 
architects would be of an altogether unusual character 
and that conditions were to be imposed which would 
rule out of consideration some of our most able and 
competent architects. But this, in fact, is the case: 
not only does the method of selection appear to make 
no provision for a competition between the ten archi- 
tects who are to be chosen by the President of the 
R.1.B.A., but it imposes an age limit of 55 which, as at 
first arranged, excluded the successful architect in the 
1915 competition for the Board of Trade offices on the 
Whitehall site selected for the new London buildings, 
and still excludes many of our ablest practising archi- 
tects, including those who took part in the same com- 
petition, most of whom have since been responsible for 
some of our finest buildings erected since the war and 
are still actively engaged in practice. 


Apart from this age. limit, to which the strongest 
exception must be taken, it is well to bear in mind the 
method by which the architects for the two buildings 
will first be chosen. Ten names are to be selected by 
the President of the R.I.B.A., and these will be sub- 
mitted to a committee consisting of the President of the 
R.1.B.A. himself, Lord Crawford, the Chairman of 
the Fine Art Commission, Sir Wm. Llewellyn, the 
President of the Royal Academy, Sir Richard Allison, 
Principal Architect of the Office of Works, and Mr. 
Ormsby Gore, First Commissioner of Works. Nothing 
is said to indicate that a competition between the ten 
selected architects will follow, and we are therefore left 
to infer that an unsuitable committee, notwithstanding 
their great individual accomplishments and attain- 
ments, will make the selection, and if this is so 
we cannot understand how the Council of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects could have agreed to 
such a procedure—in fact, how they could have agreed 
to any part of the method, which will serve as a dangerous 
precedent and may, it is to be feared, seriously affect 
the competition system. It may be that a competition 
between the selected architects is, after all intended, 
which, of course, is what we should have expected the 
Institute to have insisted upon, or preferably an open 
competition, but there is nothing in the published con- 
ditions to suggest that a competition is to follow the 
selection of the ten names ; though even if a competition 
is intended, strong objection to the age limit proposals 
must be made.. The just course for the Government in 
this matter is selection by open competition, leaving 
all architects, whatever their age, free to enter. 


One exception, it now appears, is being made to the 
official dictum, and the name of Mr. Vincent Harris, 
the winner in the 1915 competition, is to be submitted 
for consideration “if the President: of the R.I.B.A. 
wishes,” although he would be excluded by a strict 
observance of the age limit. In our opinion this decision 





was inevitable and unavoidable, but it leaves a good 
deal to be said. The absurdity of an age limit at all 
will be realised by anyone who contemplates the records 
of human activity in different callings in both past and 
present times and who remembers that some of the 
greatest achievements of man in art and science have 
been begun and carried out long after the age of 55. 
What ought to be said of an intention to impose an age 
limit on artists of mature experience ? If legally right, 
is there any sort of moral legality in such a stipulation ? 
What reason can there be to justify the selection of this 
one profession for such treatment ? What would our 
forefathers—the great architects and leaders of public 
opinion—have said of such intentions and those who 
have agreed to them? This is, we know, an age of 
dictators, and it would appear that the ukase of the 
dictator has descended upon a great profession. And 
the alleged reason ?—fear that an architect beyond the 
age of 55 might not live to see the completion of his 
design! In our previous article we gave the obvious 
answer to this “reason” and we do not think our 
readers will agree with the flimsy explanation which has 
been given to justify this age-limit condition. 

It has been well said that “the dreams of youth are 
executed in mature age.” Appropriate as is the 
inclusion of the name of Mr. Harris, his selection shows 
how arbitrary such an age limit must be. But for the 
fact that he was the winner in the 1915 competition he 
would not have been selected, but his inclusion invali- 
dates the argument that the age limit was imposed for 
fear that an older man might not live to see the com- 
pletion of his design. There can be no certainty in such 
ideas, though of course the promoters would be on much 
safer ground if they imposed an age limit of 25. Be 
that as it may, we know quite well that the finished 
design of any architect can be carried out by others in 
the event of the designer not living to do so himself. 
The injustice to many great architects in this age limit 
condition must be obvious to all fair-minded men who 
consider the facts impartially. Though the comparisons 
may not be altogether complete, we can fairly ask what 
the other great professions would say to such con- 
ditions if made to apply to them, and if told they were 
too old at 55 to work for the State. We can imagine 
the outcry of lawyers, who succeed in administering the 
law as judges most satisfactorily when quite advanced in 
years. They would quite rightly tell us that wisdom 
and experience were at least as important as imagination, 
which it is absurd to think men of 55 are without. The 
experience and wisdom of great soldiers and sailors are 
made use of long after the age of 55, and in the engi- 
neering profession there is no suggestion that great 
engineering work carried out for the State or Munici- 
pality must not be entrusted to men over this age. In 
all these cases, the only criterion is ability. 

If architectural art is to flourish, encouragement must 
be given by the State to all competent men of whatever 
age, for the natural ambition of an architect worthy of 
the name is to design and erect some great building in 
his lifetime. To deprive many of our ablest architects 
of such an opportunity—heavily taxed as they are to 
help support a department of State which is in direct 
competition with them and which appears to be im- 
posing its will on a great profession—is surely a great 
injustice. ; 

Here is an issue on which the profession might have 
been expected to make a firm stand. Had it done so, 
public support would not, we are convinced, have been 
lacking. For we repeat, the only just course is an 
open competition, free to all. 











NOTES 


It is a matter for con- 
gratulation that at last 
the plans for widening 
Waterloo Bridge have 
been agreed to, and that 
we may now reasonably hope that the 
work will be proceeded with without 
delay. The long and acrimonious dis- 
cussions which have taken place since 
the failure of the bridge some ten 
years ago, may have served the useful 
purpose of showing that artistic 
opinion, as it is called, cannot always 
be ignored, and in this case the many 
able critics who so strenuously fought 
for the retention and reconditioning of 
the bridge by means of corbelling out, 
have reason for satisfaction that their 
opposition to the proposals for a new 
bridge was justified. Reconditioning 
and corbelling out in order to wider 
the bridge to enable it to carry four 
lines of traffic has always appealed to 
us as the right course to adopt, if only 
because of the traffic difficulties in the 
Strand. Anyone accustomed to cross 
Aldwych and the Strand during rush 
hours could not fail to doubt the 
wisdom of erecting a rew bridge to 
carry six lines of traffic and thus in- 
crease the traffic difficulties.

To the architects’ other 
problems has been added 


the nuisance of noise. Like 
all problems of to-day, 
it takes its place amidst 
other, and perhaps more pressing, 
claims. We cannot overlook the fact 
that we depend largely upon warning 
noises to save our lives; nor can we 
overlook the significance of modern 
improvements in motor cars, when 
“silent running’’ may mean certain 
death for the pedestrian. No one 
disputes the irritation and the nerves 
that are frayed constantly by noise, 
but to deal with noise as the main 
problem while the chaos of the roads 
remains uncorrected is really to trifle

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with human intelligence. Slaughter 
has the more pressing claim for atten- 
tion—by however slight a margin— 
even if life seems hardly worth living 
in a world of noise. We may have to 
face the alternative that, with the 
elimination of noise, death in our 
streets will be swift and silent. 


In view of the general 
importance of town and 
country planning, not only 
to local authorities and 
their officials, but also 
to private interests concerned in the 
development of land, and to the wider 
public interested in the preservation 
of the countryside, the part of the 
Annual Report of the Ministry of 
Health for 1932-33 which deals with 
this subject has, as in former years, 
been published separately. The pro- 
visions of the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1932, are briefly de- 
scribed, and also the explanatory cir- 
cular, regulations and orders which 
have been issued on the subject. 
A chart illustrating graphically the 
procedure to be followed in the pre- 
paration of planning schemes is in- 
cluded. The report contains a state- 
ment of the position of planning 
schemes throughout the country and 
of the progress of regional planning, 
and; in addition, notes of decisions 
on appeals relating to proposed build- 
ing or other development and re- 
ferences to some of the salient features 
in approved schemes and preliminary 
statements.

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the development of the Crown’s urban 
estates. But the Committee can, if 
they so wish, offer advice on other 
matters of public interest. Althouch 
their reports are to be regarded as con- 
fidential, it is anticipated that the 
Committee will issue a statement 
as to their views regarding the future of 
Carlton House-terrace. Another ques. 
tion, in which the Royal Fine Art 
Commission is particularly interested, 
is the proposed new building in Parlia- 
ment-square. As a result of the con- 
troversy which arose about this buili|- 
ing, Westminster Abbey and its im- 
mediate surroundings have been in- 
cluded in a town-planning area. Lord 
Haddo, the chairman of the Town 
Planning Committee of the L.C.C., 
and his colleagues have lost no time 
in trying to preserve the amenities of 
this historic area. Already they lpve 
been carrying on negotiations with the 
Dean of Westminster and others who 
are concerned in the detailed plans, 
prepared by Sir Herbert Baker, for the 
new Church House. The whole of the 
western end of Dean’s Yard is to be re- 
built. . 


THE opening at Manchester 
of an exhibition of objects 
chosen from the Dorland 
House’ Exhibition in 
London this summer was 
made the occasion of some remarks on 
the impossibility of reviving “‘ medie- 
val craftsmanship,”’; it was said that 
the objects of William Morris in seeking 
to do so could not be followed. As an 
alternative, it was stated, we have to 
secure good design and artistic results 
generally through the machine. One 
aspect of the matter is the great 
increase of population to be supplied, 
and the facilities of mechanical mass 
production to meet this need. But 
these arguments leave out the results 
of mass competition as it affects the 
well-being of humanity. Whatever the 
difficulties surrounding the subject, it 
has to be admitted that the value of

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the contribution of labour is enor- 
mously increased when life takes 
on more liberty of expression and 
becomes less machinelike. How far to 
multiply and extend the resources of 
the small workshop and liberate the 
worker to a freer life and the use of the 
hands more directly is not easy of 
solution. There are already some 
developments in this direction, which 
may be further added to through 
organisation to help the unemployed. 
This is not to disregard the help of 
machinery, though it should be used as 
a servant rather than a master. In 
this way there is not only the advantage 
of the more human touch, of that 
charm which cannot belong to mechani- 
cal mass production, but, most im- 
portant of all, the reconciling of man to 
his work while enormously increasing 
the value of its contribution. 


WEEK after week we read 

the exhortations in the 
Exhortations. Press to an _ indifferent 

public. Sky-writing, ad- 

vertisements, unsightly 
dwellings, and litter are a few of the 
major dangers that threaten rural 
England. Sometimes the public is 
asked to protect itself betimes and to 
take precautions before the damage is 
done, or, as a last resort, the public is 
asked to purchase tracts of land to be 
preserved for posterity, free from the 
spoliation which follows the builder. 


This is the policy of negation. Other . 


reformers argue a less direct method — 
a method which flatters the public and 
often means so little. They maintain 
that the task for urban England is to 
educate itself so that it may be able 
and worthy to love rural England with 
reverence and with care. It is a 
generous point of view, but in the end 
we are forced to wonder about the real 
significance of education or culture that 
leads inevitably to the framing of 
legislation to ensure what will not be 
done if left to the true spirit of educa- 
tion. 


THINKING along these lines 
we cannot fail to see the 
humour in another remedy 
suggested by a correspon- 
dent in The Times, He 
resented the anxiety of an architect 
who, in drawing attention through the 
Press to a beautiful and unspoilt part 
of rural England, urged strongly that 
the District Councils and authorities 
should protect themselves before the 
mischief was done by bungalows, 
shacks and caravans. The resentment 
of the correspondent was contained in 
his remedy — to protect his region of 
unspoilt beauty by reticence and even 
misrepresentation. The despoilers of 
the country were best kept at. a distance 
by statements that the country was 
ugly, the climate disgraceful, and the 
villages squalid. And so is born a new 
method of saving our special bit of 
country when the secret is in danger. 


A Novel 
Remedy. 
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THE ‘“‘ CITY FLOUR MILLS,” CANTERBURY. 
Recently destroyed by Fire. 


FEARLESS, outspoken 
criticism on modern 
sculpture appears in an 
article in the current issue 
of The Studio by Mr. Sar- 
geant Jagger, A.R.A., on “The 
Sculptor’s point of view.” Mr. Jagger 
has been responsible for some interest- 
ing work, notably the War Memorial 
to the Royal Artillery at Hyde Park 
Corner. His opinions command at- 
tention, and it is satisfactory to read 
the observations of one who is not 
afraid to speak his mind. In the 
course of his remarks he says: 
“Throughout the recent years I have 
watched with interest and sometimes 
disgust the contortions and convulsions 
which have made the art of sculpture 
an object of derision and dismay. I 
have often watched the patheiic 
spectacle of the passer-by gazing in 
bewilderment at some twisted contrap- 
tion of lead piping and copper wire or 
at some strange shape in stone, both 
according to his catalogue intended to 
represent the human form divine. I 
have watched him glance furtively 
right and left lest his bewilderment 
should be detected by the seif-elected 
intellectual snobs who find in these 
monstrosities an opportunity for loudly 
demonstrating their assumed intel- 
lectual superiority over their fellow- 
men. He sees in the salons and the 
streets bulging lumps of bronze and 
stone bearing high-sounding titles. 
He hears’ these things which offend 
every decent instinct in him applauded 
and eulogised in words and phrases 
which he does not understand and has 
never heard of before. He sees great 
artists who in the past have given to 
the world works which he has under- 
stood and admired, cast aside their

wonderful power of creating things of 
loveliness and vie with each other in 
imitating the feeble and immature 
performances of a child only needing 
the inarticulate babbling of the infant 
to complete the illusion.” 


The FurtHEr, Mr. Jagger says, 
Great What we are glad to 
Principles read: “It would seem 
: — that out of this hideous 
culpture. harvest of rubbish no good 
would ever come, out to a close observer 
certain of the great principles of sculp- 
ture, entirely lost to the art of yester- 
day are already emerging. The deluge 
has temporarily swept away the love 
of the beautiful, but this must inevit- 
ably return.”’ Similar criticism, we may 
add, may be applied to some modern 
painting and architecture, but out of 
the welter buildings of sound propor- 
tion and material, with a pleasing 
texture and colour, are emerging, and 
it is time.

New Houses, Aldershot. 

Mr. Geoffrey H. Shakespeare, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Minister of Health, 
was present at the opening of the new houses 
at Aldershot last week. These houses, which 
number 240, are being erected by the Indus- 
trial Builders, Ltd., Industrial House, Tavi- 
stock-road, Croydon, for the Public Utility 
Society which is carrying the work out for 
the Aldershot Town Council. This is the first 
scheme to be carried out under the 1933 
Housing Act. 


Waterloo Bridge. 

The London County- Council on Tuesday 
approved generally the method by which 
Waterloo Bridge is to be widened by the pro- 
cess of corbelling-out. The design, which 
has been prepared by Mr. G. Topham Forrest, 
the architect to the Council, in collaboration 
with the engineers, Messrs. Rendel, Palmer 
and Tritton, has been approved by the Royal 
Fine Art Commission. Only the upper part 
of the bridge will be widened. Colonel J. 
Benskin, chairman of the Improvements Com- 
mittee, in submitting the recommendations, 
said that the drawings produced by the 
Council’s own architect might, to the 
uninitiated, appear a very simple and trivial 
matter. Actually the merit lay in the very 
simplicity of the design. With regard 
to the details given for the assistance 
of contractors, he said that the Council 
had endeavoured to quicken up the opera- 
tion and to help those who wished to 
submit alternative methods of doing the 
work. Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and Tritton’s 
system was never accepted as the one and only 
manner of carrying out the work. It was 
merely a typical scheme upon which the 
Government decided to give a grant. It now 
served as a basis upon which the Council was 
framing its general contract. The Council 
would be glad to consider any alternative 
system of doing the work. 

The Council accepted the report unani- 
mously.

THE BUILDING CENTRE 


In a report which we have received from 
the Building Centre, it is stated that since 
its opening, the number of exhibitors has con- 
tinued to increase and is increasing weekly, 
so that now practically every branch of manu- 
facture for the building industry is covered, 
and there are at present nearly 1,000 firms 
represented. 

The number of visitors to the Building 
Centre of all classes—architects, builders, and 
the general public—has amounted during the 
year to 100,000, and the number of informa- 
tion sheets issued to visitors on their request 


is 126,000. 7 


The directors wish to place on record their - 


appreciation of the services of the technical 
staff, under the direction of Mr. J. K. 
Winser. The number of technical inquiries 
dealt with in their section has amounted 
during the year to about 78,000. The policy 
of treating all inquiries from architects and 
others as confidential has been strictly ad- 
hered to. 


With reference to the Cottage Competition 
organised by the Centre, it is stated that 
20,000 people visited the cottages which were 
erected on a site in Aldwych next to Bush 
House, including housing authorities from all 
over the country. Information has been re- 
ceived of at least 1,200 cottages being built, 
or about to be built, from the prize-winning 
design in various parts of the country, pro- 
viding accommodation for approximately 
5,000 people, and entailing the expenditure of 
a minimum of £270,000 in the building in. 
dustry. 


There have been many requests from 
foreign visitors to be put in touch with 
British manufacturers for the establishment 
of agencies in their particular countries. 
There have also been visitors from France, 
Germany, Spain, Denmark, America and the 
Colonies, who have come over specially to 
study the organisation of the Building Centre, 
and the Swedish Government has sent over 
a representative to compile a full report, to 
be published in Sweden. 


By special requests complete. sets -of in- 
formation sheets have been sent to various 
architectural centres in England, in the 
Colonies, and abroad gunacliy. and these 
series of sheets are kept up to date by the 
latest sheets being sent as they are issued. 

It has been the policy to develop the edu- 
cational side of the Building Centre by 
making special arrangements for students 
attending architectural and _ constructional 
courses in London to visit the Central regu- 
larly in conjunction with their lectures. 
Parties of members from various associations 
have also paid special visits to the Centre.

Hornsey Town Hall Competition. 

The first three premiated designs and the 
design awarded an honourable mention will 
be on exhibition at the Building Centre, 158, 
New Bond-street, W.1, from Monday, Octo- 
ber 30, for two weeks, daily between the 
hours of 10 a.m. and 6 p.m. (Saturdays 
1 p.m.). 

Town Hall, Swinton and Pendlebury. 

The U.D.C. propose to erect a new town 
hall on the Swinton School site, for develop- 
ment of a civic centre. The Council have 
decided to ,invite plans and lay-out of the 
building by competition, and a sub-committee 
has been appointed to consider details. An 
architect, appointed by the Royal Institute 
of British Architects, will adjudicate. 


Town Hall Buildings, Hackney. 

Professor 8. D. Adshead, F.R.1I.B.A.—who 
has been appointed assessor for any competi- 
tions which the Hackney Borough Couacil 
may promote for designs for new municipal 
buildings—has submitted a report to the 
Council in which he states that, upon com- 
paring estimates of cost for altering and adapt- 
ing the present Town Hall buildings and for 
erecting a new two-story building, he finds 
that the cost of erecting an entirely new build- 
ing would be approximately only 10 per cent 
more than the cost of altering the existing 
structure. The latter work was estimated two 
years ago at £100,000. 

Professor Adshead, from names which have 
been submitted in reply to advertisements, has 
suggested that the following six architects or 
firms of architects be invited to compete in a 
limited competition :—Mr. ©. Cowles-Voysey, 
F.R.I.B.A.; Messrs. Lanchester and Lodge, 
FF.R.1.B.A.; Mr. C. H. James, F.R.I.B.A. ;

Joseph. The Council has approved the 
assessor’s recommendation, and it is expected 
that conditions will be sent out shortly. 


Small Villa Property Competition.

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IMPRESSIONS OF SWEDEN—III 


PLANNING STOCKHOLM 
By FRANK BENNETT, A.R.I.B.A. 


THe town planning authorities of Stock- 
holm are very strong. They have acquired 
the right to control the width and height of 
any new building. New town plans dictate 
the mass composition of future building. One 
of the principles aimed at is to accentuate 
high ground with tall buildings and the low 
ground with flat, spreading ‘buildings; to 
seize.on the natural formation of the city, to 
exploit its undulations, to emphasise high 
ground and to force the expression of the low 
ground, This is done by putting skyscrapers 
on the hills and squat, spreading structures 
on the low land in the valleys. 

The Swedes obviously have a clear eye to 
the beauty of the Stockholm of the future. 
At a bridge crossing in the main King-street, 
two tower buildings unexpectedly spring up 
like triumphal pylons. They are office build- 
ings like any Americar skyscrapers, and their 
composition was dictated by the authorities. 
This is town planning in the solid. 

When a town plan, or rather a town form, 
is made, the authorities earnestly consult the 
landowners and the building speculators and 
give them ample opportunity of appeal. This, 
as one may imagine, causes a continual dis- 
pute, but in the end the plan works well for 
everybody. The town plan respects the 
economic value of land and the Government 
provides compensation if necessary. Some- 
times the State acquires the land and under- 
takes the development. itself. 

By means of a competition the Swedes 
have decided that 22 feet is the best width 
for working-class flats. This is the width 
between the two outer walls of a wing. This 
narrow width eliminates dark areas and the 
expensive ‘‘ spine wall’’ as commonly em- 
ployed, for example, in the building of L.C.C. 
flats. Rolled steel joists span the 22-ft. width 
and carry the floor joists. This means that 
chimneys must be carried on the outside wall. 

Stockholm intends to solve its remaining 
traffic problems by the same ‘“‘ clover leaf ”’ 
system as that employed at Slussen. The 
whole idea is to create new circuses like those 
of our own which we found already made. 
Where two busy roads cross, one is lifted up 
on to a bridge and taken over the other. 
When vehicles want to change roads they 
turn off and twist round one of the ramps 
of the clover leaf. With the new arrange- 
ment the traffic is more or less continuous, 
but light signals are still necessary. A new 
automatic light signal used in London 
interests the Swedes. This signal operates 
from a sensitised metal plate let into the 
roadway which records the passing of cars. 

The architects of Sweden seem to possess 
considerable power. The public is keenly 
interested in what they are doing, and feels 
a strong desire for architecture and city de- 


velopment. This gives the architects con- 
fidence in their own convictions and the 
courage to propose bravely. 

The burial-ground at the forest of Dalaro- 
vagen is the most pleasing I ever saw. Little 
graves, all alike, each with a mound of earth, 
a simple black cross made of wood at the 
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head, and a few coloured flowers growing out 
of the top, cluster amung the feet of tall pine 
trees. The warmth and softness of the ground 
give a feeling of ease and comfort, and the 
stately pine trees, slender, erect, unyielding 
and sombre, even in the brilliance of a mid- 
summer afternoon, enfold the graves in an 
atmosphere of profound dignity. 


The People. 


There are about six million people in 
Sweden—that is, fewer than in London—and 
they live mostly in the south. There are 
no slums and no prisons. Convicts are sent 
on the land and encouraged to become 
farmers. 

Eight months of darkness envelops the north 
of Sweden, and the other four months are like 
a continual sunset. The sun goes round and 
round just above the horizon. People live 
up here—workers in the iron mines, who are 
quite healthy, I was told, ‘‘ but a little 
heavy in their minds.”’ 

Most children go to school up to 18, rich 
and poor together, and they pay no fees. 
If they aspire to a profession and show an 
aptitude for it, they can borrow money from 
the banks, providing they find two rich men 
to act as guarantors. Apparently this is not 
difficult. 

As a nation, the Swedes love open-air life, 
sun-bathing and the culture of the body. No- 
body thinks of renting a flat without a bath. 
Just now the masons are on strike. They are 
powerful and demand very high wages; but 
this is bringing about its own reaction. 
Wherever possible, concrete is being substi- 
tuted for stone. Concrete is delivered in 
vans like milk, mixed and all ready to pour 
out. The van is really a concrete-mixer on 
wheels, and it revolves as it travels through 
the streets. The contractor telephones the 
concrete supply firm for any quantity just 
when he wants it, and the concrete is poured 
straight in on the job. 

Most of the building work at the present 
time is in garden suburbs. There are not 
many new city buildings. The State Library, 
still an object of dispute, is a bold piece of 
composition, the direct expression of a clean 
section. But most people do not like it; it 
is a little too direct for them. 

In the face of all modern development, 
Tessin still holds a high place in the popular 
favour. He is the Swedish Wren, who built 
their most famous building, the Royal Palace. 
and by it established the character of the 
Swedish Renaissance. This was about the 
same time as Wren built St. Paul’s. - 

One feels that perhaps the Swedes are the 
most cultured of all Western people. They 
have studied the best in other countries and 
assimilated what they want for themselves. 
What they adapt they stamp with an unmis- 
takable character of their own.

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THE NEW SESSION OF 
THE R.I.B.A. 


THE new session of the Royal Institute of 
British Architects, which opens on Novem- 
ber 6, will be marked by several features of 
exceptional interest. In spite of the period 
of depression through which the building 
industry is passing, the werk of the R.1.B.A. 
is being energetically carried on. The scheme 
for providing a new headquarters in Portland- 
place is being pressed forward, and it is hoped 
that the new building, which has been de- 
signed by Mr. G. Grey Wornum, F.R.1.B.A., 
will be ready for occupation before the end of 
1934—the Centenary year of the R.1.B.A. 

The work of providing relief and, wherever 
possible, employment for unemployed archi- 
tects is steadily developing. 

The energy of many leading members of the 
R.I.B.A. is now being devoted to the work of 
the Architects’ Registration Council. 

Instead of the usual Conference of archi- 
tects held at some interesting provincial 
centre there will be a special Conference in 
London—probably in October, 1934—in con- 
nection with the celebration of the Centenary 
of the R.I.B.A. and the opening of its new 
headquarters.

SOUTH WALES INSTITUTE OF ARCHI- 
' TECTS. 


English Domestic Architecture. 

Under the auspices of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Central veer Bm 
the Institute of Builders (South ales 
Branch) a lantern lecture on ‘“‘ The Future 
of English Domestic Architecture ’’ was given 
in the lecture theatre of the Engineers’ Insti- 
tute, Cardiff, on Thursday, October 12, by 
Mr. T. A. Darcy Braddell, F.R.I.B.A. Mr. 
J. Williamson, chairman of the South Wales 
Institute of Architects (Central Branch), pre- 
sided over a large and representative audience. 

The lecturer suggested that everybody 
engaged in the practice of domestic architec- 
ture to-day must be feeling very apprehensive 
about his work : Was he on the right track 
or was he not? A new thing, called by some 
‘“* Modernism,’”’ by others “ Functionalism,”’ 
and by thelecturer ‘‘ Mechanism,” was abroad 
stalking the land. Was this new thing a 
monstrous ogre or was it a radiant young 
child? The lecturer was of opinion that it 
was neither. His view was that it could be 
likened to the newly born, not very beautiful 
or even satisfactory at the moment, but hope- 
ful of the future. It had been brought about 
by the advent of internationalism, which, in 
its turn, could be accounted for entirely by 
the ease of the transmission of ideas made 
possible by modern inventions. Outside of 
the Far East everybody did the same thing, 
made the same thing, and wanted the same 
thing. All young people were interested in 
machines. ‘*Mechanism’’ -and §Inter- 
rationalism were then virtually synonymous. 
Nationalism, in spite of Hitlerism and 
Fascism, was actually on its deathbed. How 
was this phenomenon likely to affect our 
houses ? Throughout the nineteenth century 
fashions, not styles, were made because man- 
kind, not realising the potentiality of the 
machines which he had first invented, was 
still thinking in terms of the ages when 
machinery, as we understood it to-day, did 
not exist. The world had changed, and the 
machine had come into its own. On this 
argument, then, it was reasonable to suppose 
that the English tradition in house building, 
of whatever period, would ultimately, possibly 
quite quickly, go altogether. But would it? 
Things had a queer way of happening in 
defiance of all logic. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was pro- 
posed by Mr. E. A. Ward, F.I.0.B., chair- 
man of the Institute of Builders (South Wales 
Branch), seconded by Mr. T. Alwyn Lloyd, 
supported by Mr. W. S. Purchon, and carried 
with acclamation. 


ST. PAUL’S ECCLESIOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


The English Parish Church. 

Under the chairmanship of the Rev. Canon 
S. A. Alexander, C.V.0., M.A., a public 
lecture on ‘‘ The English Parish Church from 
the Reformation to the Civil War ”’ was given 
by Sir Charles Nicholson, Bart., M.A., 
F.R.I.B.A., to the members of this Society 
on October 10 in the hall of the R.I.B.A. 

Commencing with the reign of Henry VIII, 
the lecturer pointed out that the co tion 
of the endowments of the chantries which had 
been in existence in most English parishes 
must have visibly affected the rance of 
the parish churches, but although despoiled 
of a good many of their accessories, the 
essential arrangements remained as long as 
King Henry lived. 

In Edward VI’s reign, the old ceremonies 
were modified without being radically 


changed, as could be seen by reference to 
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Archbishop Cranmer’s Prayer Book, and old 
ornaments remained except such of them as 
had been destroyed by special enactments or 
confiscated. Fittings remained as they had 
always been other than the taking away of 
images and lights and the dismantling of 
chantry altars and the disuse of the Easter 
Sepulchre. 

When Queen Mary came to the throne 
it was possible that there was a revival of the 
general use of the old liturgy, and where the 
arrangements of the High Altar had been 
materially changed the old arrangement was, 
no doubt, restored, but the chantry endow- 
ments were gone, and many old ornaments 
confiscated, and could not be replaced. 

Coming to the reign of Elizabeth, the 
lecturer dealt with the controversies which 
raged about the arrangement of altars, and 
gave an example of a modified Puritan 
arrangement at Deerhurst, near Gloucester, 
where the altar stands free of the east wall 
and has seats around on three sides. In a 
few churches the Elizabethan altar tables had 
been preserved and might be distinguished by 
their bulging legs, often handsomely carved. 

The changes in the order of church services 
which became stereotyped in Elizabeth’s reign 
led to the abandonment of chancel stalls and 
the introduction of the reading desk in the 
nave. Enclosed pews replaced the uniform 
benches of the fifteenth century, often with 
doors and sometimes roofs. Quite a number 
of Elizabethan pulpits and pews remained 
to-day. 

There was scarcely any church building 
in the time of Queen Elizabeth, but upon the 
accession of the Stuarts we found a few new 
churches being built, and these afforded a 
good idea of the taste of the age. The most 
characteristic of these were some of the 
college chapels at Oxford, and they followed 
the traditional medieval arrangement, but an 
altar rail was introduced and the altar placed 
in the ancient manner against the east wall. 
There existed, too, a few galleries built before 
the time of Cromwell, such as those at 
Bishop’s Cleeve, Glos.; Odiham, Hants; and 
Charterhouse, London, all at the west end. 
The lecturer quoted as examples of church 
building in this period St. John’s, Leeds; 
St. Alban’s, Wood-street, and St. Katherine 
Cree, London, and drew attention to the 
restoration during this time of the church of 
Abbey Dore, formerly a Cistercian nunnery, 
which had been allowed to become a ruin. 
The restorer reroofed and repaired the build- 
ing, set up the old High Altar slab on stone 
pillars and a fine Jacobean oak screen with 
the arms of Charles I in the middle, furnished 
the choir with oak pews and pulpit and put 
an oak singing loft in the tr t, and this 
arrangement remained substantially the same 
to this day. 

The lecture concluded with examples of a 
further development in English church art in 
the shape of St. Paul’s, Covent Garden, by 
Inigo Jones, after the model of a classical 
temple, and the porch of St. Mary’s, Oxford, 
with its twisted Corinthian pillars and the 
gay and fantastic character of the design. 


The slides illustrating the lecture’ were from’ 


sketches by Sir Charles.

THE ILLUMINATING ENGINEERING 
SOCIETY. 


The presidential address to this Society was 
delivered by Mr. C. W. Sully, on October 10, 
at the Lighting Service Bureau, Savoy Hill, 
W.C.2. The _art of illumination, said the 
speaker, required much of the qualities of 
both painter and designer. In order to 
serve the public adequately, the illuminating 
engineer must have a sound knowledge of 
those lighting principles which the Illuminat- 
ing Engineering Society had played a fore- 
most part in formulating. On the other 
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hand, it was now recognised that engineering 
efficiency should not rank higher than effec- 
tiveness. To-day, in general, we found the 
‘point source”’ of illumination greatly mul- 
tiplied, its noticeability greatly decreased, 
and the tendency of the future was to obtain 
the required illumination from flooded areas 
of light, rather than from patches of con- 
centrated light. In other words, the artificial] 
lighting of interiors would follow the modern 
practice regarding daylight illumination, 
which adopted large areas of subdued light— 
such as ‘“‘ north lights for factories ’’—rather 
than admitting through comparatively small 
windows the direct rays of the sun. Modern 
illumination suffered from the unavoidable 
lag between the production and adoption of 
modern methods. The responsibility for effec- 
tively lighting the homes, factories, etc., of 
Great Britain was shared by consulting illu- 
minating engineers, architects, builders, con- 
tractors, etc., according to the importance of 
the building or the pocket of the customer. 
Indeed, every shop which sold fittings influ 
enced the application of illumination matters 
in this country. It was therefore not sur- 
prising that so tremendous a lag existed to- 
day between the production and adoption of 
illumination as propounded by the Society. 


REINFORCED CONCRETE ASSOCIATION. 


The annual ordinary general meeting of 
this Association was held at 20, Dartmouth- 
street, S.W.1, on October 3. From _ the 
Interim Report which was presented we take 
the following points :— 


Membership.—tIn spite of the difficult times 
through which the country has been passing 
since the Association was incorporated, the 
membership has increased steadily. There are 
now eight members in Group A (designers), 
sixteen in Group B (contractors), and twelve 
in Group C (materials and plant), making a 
total of thirty-six. Members are urged to 
direct the attention of those qualified for 
membership to the work the Association is 
endeavouring to do for them. In America 
and on the Continent the majority of large 
buildings have a structural framework of 
reinforced concrete, and it is the aim of the 
Reinforced Concrete Association to bring 
about a similar state of affairs in this 
country. It is hoped that the increased busi- 
ness which will ensue will enable contractors 
to obtain more remunerative prices for their 
work than has recently been the case. It is 
hoped also that the Association may be able 
to do something about the difficult question 
of unlimited tendering for public works. 
which is not productive of the high standard 
of workmanship so essential in reinforced 
concrete. 


Code of Practice.—The Reinforced Concrete 
Structures Committee, upon which Mr. H. E. 
Steinberg and Mr. Douglas H. Green repre- 
sent the Association, completed its task in 
June; and the new Code of Practice for 
Reinforced Concrete is in the press. There 
can be no doubt that the adoption of this 
code will materially encourage the use of 
reinforced concrete as a structural material. 

Building Industries National Council.—The 
Building Industries National Council took 
definite shape early in the year, and the Asso- 
ciation became a member. The work of the 
Advisory Council of the Building Industry, 
in which this Association is particularly 
interested, and for the prosecution of which 
it decided to join the Building Industries 
National Council, appears to have been left 
in abeyance. 

Concrete Aggregates.—The preparation of 
a tentative standard specification for concrete 
aggregates which was left in abeyance pend- 
ing the publication of the ‘‘ code of practice ”’ 
will now be proceeded with. The Association 
has commenced the preparation of a register 
of concrete aggregates, and all quarries and 
sand and gravel pits have been invited to 
send in particulars of their product. The 
British Standards Institution has called to- 
gether a meeting to consider the possibility 
of standardisation in respect of concrete 
aggregates, and Major R. Spencer has been 
appointed to represent the Association upon it.

Edge Hill Training College, Ormskirk. 

The Edge Hill College has been built by the 
Lancashire County Council for 200 girl 
students on a site in St. Helens-road, Orms- 
kirk, to replace the existing Edge Hill Col- 
lege at Liverpool. The so was opened 
on Octoher 2 by Lord Irwin, K.G., G.C.S8.L., 
G.C.LE., President of the Board of Educa- 
tion. 


The scheme is planned with the buildings in 
eonnected blocks, with the educational block 
as a central feature, flanked by four hostels 
in two blocks, forming an open quadrangle 
facing south-west. In the rear of the educa- 
tional block a central quadrangle is enclosed 
by the assembly hall, gymnasium and 
dining hall, and is approached by a dignified 
archway in the centre of the educational 
block. The kitchen block is .placed centrally 
behind the dining hall. Each hostel has ac- 
commodation for 50 students, four staff and 
five maids, a separate bed-sitting-room being 
provided for each student. 

The principal's flat and quarters for the 
matron, cook and kitchen staff, together with 
the sanatorium, are placed over the dining 
hall. The servants’ dining-room and sitting- 
1o0om are provided in the kitchen block. The 
educational block and the dining hall are ap- 
proached from the hostels by covered ways. 
A covered swimming bath with modern 
methods of water purification and aeration 
has been vonstructed. 


The buildings are faced with rustic brick 
and stone dressings, and the roofs are covered 
with green slates. The floors generally are 
of fireproof construction, with the exception 
of the gymnasium and the assembly hall, and 
the staircases are of stone with ornamental 
iron balustrade. The assembly hall, dining 
hall, and library are panelled in oak, and the 
corridor walls in the educational block are 
faced with coloured faience. The site, which 
is 34 acres of arable land, is laid out with 
hockey fields and hard tennis courts.

Fairlop School, Ilford. 

Fairlop School has been erected on a site 
of ten acres, enclosed by Colvin-gardens, 
Tomswood-hill, Greenwood-gardens, and 
Fencepiece-road. The building, which is of 
the two-story type, has been planned and de-

signed in conformity with local conditions 
and Government requirements. The roof is 
covered with sand-faced tiles specially 
selected to match the brickwork. Internally, 
all walls and ceilings are distempered and the 
classrooms, cloakrooms, and corridors have 
glazed brick dadoes. The building comprises 
two departments, the lower and the middle, 
and the accommodation provided may be 
studied from the plans reproduced. The 
school has a frontage of 260 ft. 6 in., and 
overlooks spacious playing fields, the area of 
the site, including the portion at present 
accupied by the temporary school, being 10 
acres. The total accommodation provides for 
RA4 scholars. The cost of the building, in- 
eluding playground, playing fields, and road- 
ways, is £29,985, and the cost of the furni- 
ture £1,350.

RENT AND MORTGAGE INTEREST 
RESTRICTIONS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1933.—lll. 


Prevention of Excessive Charges for 
Sub-letting. 

By Section 4 of the Act of 1933, if the 
landlord can satisfy the Court that the 
tenant of a controlled dwelling-house is 
charging a rent exceeding the ‘‘ recoverable 
rent ’ for any sub-let part of it, the Court 
may give him an order for possession or 
ejectment of the tenant. 

It is clear that the ‘“‘recoverable rent”’ of 
the part sub-let is the “‘standard rent’’ to 
which is added the increases permitted under 
the Acts—a basis which is obviously unsatis- 
factory and variable. The ‘standard rent”’ 
where the parts of a dwelling-house have 
been first let since August 3, 1914, is ascer- 
tained by an apportionment of the rent of 
the whole house at that date. 

If there is a dispute as to what is the 
amount of the ‘‘ recoverable rent,’’ the Court 
sha}], during the proceedings, fix the amount, 
whether or not the Court gives the landlord 
an order for possession or ejectment of the 
tenant. Thereafter, any tenant who charges 
more than the rent or rents fixed by the 
Court as ‘‘recoverable rent’’ for that sub 
let part or parts is liable to a fine of £100. 

The Court also has power under Section 6 
to fix the ‘standard rent’’ of the whole 
house, if it is for any reason, not otherwise 
ascertained, and this is fixed after considera- 
tion by the Court of “standard rents”’ of 
similar property. 


Correcting the Rent Book. 

Section 8 of the Act gives a tenant of a 
controlled <welling-house the right to apply 
to the Court at any time (when the Court 
has once determined the recoverable rent) for 
entries in the rent book to be corrected when 
the rent book shows as arrear any sums 
which the decisions of the Court have made 
irrecoverable. A landlord having made an 
erroneous entry and refusing to rectify it is 
subject to a penalty under Section 14 (2) of 
the Act of 1920, unless he can prove that 
when he made the entry he had a bona fide 
claim and that the sum was recoverable at 
that time. 


Increase of Rent for Improvements. 

Section 7 of the new Act amends Section 
2 (1) (a) of the Act of 1920, which gave a 
landlord a right to increase the rent of a 
controlled dwelling-house by 8 per cent. an- 
nually of his outlay on improvements or 
structural alterations, This does not extend 
to outlay on decoration or repairs. Hitherto 
the landlord has been discouraged from ex- 
pending money on improvements or struc- 
tural alterations, the tendency having been 
for the Courts to regard all such work as 
reconditioning and coming under the heading 
of decorations and repairs. The Act of 1933 
provides that any expenditure on additional 
or improved fixtures or fittings in a dwelling- 
house (not being expenditure on decorations 
or repairs) shall be deemed to be expenditure 
on the improvement of the dwelling-house. 

The tenant has a right of appeal to the 
County Court, and if the tenant can prove 
(a) that he was tenant when the expenditure 
was made and that he did not give his con- 
sent to it; or (b) that he, being the first 
tenant after the landlord (in possession) made 
the improvement, was not given particulars 
of the improvement before his entry, then 
the Court may make an order disallowing 
any inerease of rent. 

Under Section 12 a tenant is entitled to 
(for a fee of one shilling) a certificate from 
the sanitary authority concerned stating that 
a dwelling-house which is controlled is not in 
a reasonable state of repair, and such certifi- 
cate is not to be refused by the sanitary 
authority, should it have served a notice re- 
quiring the execution of works in, or for the 
benefit of, the dwelling-house under Section 
17 of the Housing Act, 1930. 

Unfortunately, there is no standard laid 
down as to what is a “reasonable state of 


repair,’ and sanitary authorities differ in 
their interpretation of these words. How- 
ever, it is evident that the Acts intend that 
the state of repair should satisfy a reason- 
ably minded tenant of the class likely to 
occupy the premises (see Proudfoot v. Hart 
(1890), 25 Q.B.D. 42). By paragraph 7 of 
the Form of Notice to be inserted in every 
rent book, the tenant is given full guidance 
as to his rights when he considers that the 
premises are not in a reasonable state of 
repair. 


The Power of Local Authorities to give 
Information. 

Under Section 10 of the Act, local authori- 
ties are empowered to publish information 
for landlords and tenants as to their rights, 
duties and procedure under the various Acts, 
and may set up committee for the purpose, 
and make any expenses incurred chargeable 
to the general rate of the district. 

The Minister of Health has issued a 
communication, dated September 5, 1933, 
as to what information local authorities 
should publish, stating that such information 
must necessarily be of a general character. 

The Minister is of opinion that the section 
would authorise a loca) authority to take all 
or any of the following steps :— 

(1) The distribution of pamphlets or leaf- 
lets, setting out in simple terms the main 
rights and duties of landlords and tenants 
under the Rent Acts or dealing separately 
with any special aspect of those rights and 
duties, e.g., those relating to the rights of 
sub-tenants or the enforcement of repairs. .. . 

(2) The display of notices or posters, or 
the issue of Press notices or advertisements, 
drawing attention to, for instance— 

(a) the necessity for landlords of decon 

trolled “‘C” class houses to register 
by October 18; 

(b) the necessity for a tenant who is sub- 
letting to report the fact to his land 
lord ; and 

(c) any of the matters dealt with in Cir- 
cular 1348, of July 24, 1933, or this Cir- 
cular ; 

(3) The periodical publication of tables 
showing the effect on controlled inclusive 
rents of variations in the local rates; 

(4) The public announcement of a convic- 
tion secured by the local authority for an 
offence under the Act. 


As pointed out in Circular 1348, Section 10 
does not empower local authorities to offer 
advice on legal questions arising between 
individual landlords and tenants, and if any 
individual should apply to the local authority 
or to the committee set up under Section 10 
for legal advice on the merits of his particu- 
lar case, it would be necessary for the autho- 
rity or committee to decline to advise. 


Power of Local Authority to Institute Pro- 
ceedings. 

By Section 11, the local authority is given 

power to institute proceedings in respect to 

any offence under the new or principal Acts. 


‘““Member of Family.” 


Under the Act of 1920, where a tenant 
died intestate and left no widow, a claim to 
the tenancy might be made by a member of 
the tenant’s family who had resided with 
him in the house. In default of agreement 
as to the claim, application might be made 
to the Court by the person claiming to be 
a member of the late tenant’s family. 

Section 13 of the Act of 1933 determines 
that this provision shall not apply to any 
member of the tenant’s family unless that 
member had resided with the tenant for not 
less than six months before the tenant’s 
death. 


Mortgages. 


Restrictions are to continue as to the rate 
of interest and the calling in of mortgages in 
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connection with dwelling-houses to which the 
Acts apply. When the principal Acts ceas, 
to apply (as in decontrolled dw: 


: , ing-houses 
there is a continuance of the provisions as ¢ 
mortgages for six months after the passing 


the new Act (Section 9).

Definitions, etc. 
Section 14 gives the Minister of Healt 
powers to make regulations in regard ; 
forms of notice, regulations, rent books, et

etc., and if a landlord uses any other form 
of rent book he is liable to a fine of £10. 

Section 15 gives the modifications contro! 
"ng the application of the new Act in Scot. 
land, particularly in reference to dates and 
the substitution of locally applicable terms 
for terms such as ‘‘sanitary authority,” 
“county court,” ‘‘ intoxicating ’ 
“licensing justices, etc., etc. 

Section 16 is a series of definitions of terms. 

Section 18 states that the Act does not ex- 
tend to Northern Ireland and gives a schedule 
of enactments which are repealed by the Act

Provisional Regulations. 
The Provisional Regulations dated July 19 
1933, comprise three forms :— 

(a) That to be used when giving notice of 
increase of rent; 

(b) That which must be inserted in ever 
rent book of a controlled dwelling 
house as from September 30, 1933; 

(c) The registration form for ‘“‘C”’ class 

dwelling-houses claimed to have been 
decontrolled at the date of the passing 
of the Act. 


REBUILDING BRITAIN 


Unper the title of “A Hundred New 
Towns for Britain,’ there has now been 
published a pamphlet which is of in 
terest if only for the boldness of the pro- 
posals made. Written by ‘‘ Ex-Service Ma 
J47485,’’ the publication suggests that, as a 
fitting memorial to nearly a million men who 
fell in the War, new towns, to the numbe1 
of about 100, should be built in Great 
Britain. ‘It is proposed,’’ runs the pamp! 
let, ‘‘that each of the new towns should 
accommodate about 50,000 _ inhabitants 
Nothing less than a scheme of this magni- 
tude will be adequate to house our sium 
population and to rehabilitate our indus 
tries... . The building of a hundred new 
towns represents a complete programme 
national reconstruction and . . . the money 
power of the nation, if wisely ordered, can 
provide the financial resources which are 
needed for the task.”’ 

““The key,” it is stated, ‘to the proper 
solution of the housing question is the Teé- 
organisation of industry. The building 6? 
the new towns would make possible the 
moving of a great many industries now being 
conducted in cramped and unsuitable quat- 
ters to surroundings where they coul! have 
adequate facilities for expansion.” It 3s 
suggested that the electric ‘‘ grid’ wi!) make 
this step feasible. 

As regards the financing of these works. 
it is suggested that the Treasury uld 
assume the right to issue banknotes tor tis 
one purpose without any reserve of go! but 
merely against the real wealth to be «©: ated 
by its use. Such money would b« paid 
through a specially created authori! and 
would not be repayable. The buildin > T 
sulting would be State-owned. It esti- 
mated that the cost of building 1 new 
towns would be £100,000,000.

NOTES ON CURRENT LAW CASES 
HOUSING ACT, 1930 


iINSANITARY HOUSES CAPABLE OF 
REPAIR. 


{x the recent case, Cohen v. West Ham 
Corporation (1933 1 Ch. 514), some important 
aud complicated questions were raised in 
connection with sections 17 and 22 of the 
Housing Act, 1930. Section 17 imposes a 
duty upon local authorities where, upon 
consideration of an official representation, or 
a report from any of their officers, or other 
information in their possession, they are satis- 
fied that any working-class dwelling is in 
any respect unfit for human habitation, and yet 
is capable ata reasonable expense of being made 
so fit, to serve a notice upon the person who re- 
ceives therack rent, whether on hisown account 
or as agent or trustee (see subsection (2)), 
requiring him within a reasonable time, not 
less than 21 days, to execute the works speci- 
fied in the notice. Where the dwelling- 
house is not capable of being repaired at 
a reasonable expense the alternative is to 
order demolition under section 19. In the 
case in question there were four houses in 
West Ham which had been purchased in 
September, 1932, by the plaintiff, but in 
the previous April notices had been served 
on the agents of the vendors, as the persons 
having control under section 17, sub- 
section (2), requiring certain works to be 
done, including the taking down of some of 
the main and back addition walls. The 
plaintiff had carried out some of the works 
required, but he had not taken down and 
rebuilt any of the walls. 

A contention then appears to have arisen 
between the plaintiff and the Council, he 
contending that he had complied with the 
notices whilst they joined issue on this, and 
there was evidence that the senior sanitary 
inspector had stated that he would enter 
upon the premises and pull down the walls 
and do the work, and counsel admitted that 
the Council desired to proceed under sec- 
tion 18, subsection (2), giving notice that 
they were about to enter, if they were en- 
titled to do so, for the purpose of execut- 
ing the work. In these circumstances the 
plaintiff instituted this action, alleging that 
the notices served under section 17 were in- 
valid in that the Council had not themselves 
considered the matters judicially, but merely 
adopted the report of an official, and claim- 
ing a declaration that the notices were in- 
valid. and that the Council was not entitled 
to enter the premises or to take down the 
— and take off the roofs, and an injunc- 
10n1. 

Under section 22 of the Act, any person 
agcrieved by a notice under this part of 
the Act requiring the execution of works 
May appeal to the County Court within 21 
davs of the service of the notice. and under 
subsection (5) of that section if no such 
appeal has been bronght, the notices become 
operative on the expiration of the above 
period, and “ final and conclusive as to any 
matters which conld have been raised on 
such an appeal’’; but the plaintiff in this 
case had not so appealed, and, as stated 
above. his contention was that the notices 
were invalid as notices under section 17. 

The case is rather complicated becanse 
Some points were touched upon and decided 
in the Court below which were not made the 
Sul ect of appeal to the Court of Appeal. the 
appeal being limited to the validity of the 
Notices 

On this point Mr. Jnstice Mangham had 
hel! that as there had been no appeal, it 
was too late to question the validity of 
the notices, but for the benefit of the Conn- 
ci) and others in the same position, he 
ex) essed his opinion on how the discretion 
of he local authorities should be exercised 
mn ‘his matter. He considered that although 
ther have to exercise a discretion whether 
& notice should be served, they must also 
Pxervise a discretion with regard to the 





works which are specified in the notice, as 
under section 17 they have to be satisfied 
that the house is capable at a reasonable 
expense of being rendered. fit for human 
habitation, but it appeared to him sufficient 
if some delegate body, whether the housing 
committee or someone entrusted by ,it on 
behalf of the Council, looks into the matter 
and studies the official representation or the 
official report, or the other information, and 
the notice it is proposed to serve. 


The Court of Appeal affirmed this judgment 
as to the validity of the notices, but the judg- 
ments there delivered are not quite so clear 
cut, with the exception of that of Lord Justice 
Lawrence, who definitely stated that, even if 
the Council had not strictly complied with the 
requirements of section 17, as there had been 
no appeal to the County Court, the notices 
must be treated as valid; but the other mem- 
bers of the Court, in the absence of any evi- 
dence to the contrary, assumed that the Council 
or, as Lord Justice Romer put it, the mem- 
bers of the housing committee, had properly 
considered the question and in the absence 
of appeal to the County Court held the notices 
valid. 


The members of the Court of Appeal also 
indicated how they considered local authorities 
should exercise their discretion in this matter. 
The Master of the Rolls is reported as say- 
ing that section 17 does not require that there 
shall be a close examination, or, indeed, a 
hearing before the initiative is taken: 
and he pointed out that by subsection 
(4) it is provided that ‘Regard shall 
be had to the estimated cost of the 
works necessary to render the house so fit 
and the value which it is estimated that the 
dwelling house will have when the works are 
completed,” and the word “‘ regard ’’ is in- 
tended to be a loose and indefinite term, and 
in his opinion it enabled the authority to 
take into account’”’ not merely an accurate 
estimate made by a surveyor or an estate 
agent with a schedule of dilapidations, but 
to take into account what would probably be 
the cost of the outlay required, and to con- 
sider whether, after that outlay had been in- 
curred, it would be possible to let the house 
and get a return for the total expenditure 
upon the premises. This passage is, however, 
explained by Lord Justice Lawrence as 
follows : ‘‘ As my Lord (the M.R.) has pointed 
out, the phrase ‘ regard shall be had * to the 
estimated cost and estimated value of the 

roperty does not imply that the council is 
ne to have a certificate from a surveyor 
and valuer before it can come to the requisite 
conclusion .. . it is obvious that before de- 
ciding to serve these notices they must take 
these matters into consideration, as it would 
be their duty if they were satisfied that the 
work could not be carried out at a reasonable 
expense to make a demolition order under 
section 19.” 

So far we have only been considering the 
point carried to the Court of Appeal, the 
validity of the notices, but we must now 
revert to the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Maugham on another point on which there 
was no appeal to the Court of Appeal, that 
is whether, if the works specified in the 
notices had in fact been done as was con- 
tended by the plaintiff, the Council would 
be entitled to enter, and thus if the plaintiff 
was entitled to establish the fact that the 
notices had been complied with in the High 
Court. The learned judge held that uniess 
the preliminary condition in section 18— 
namely, non-compliance with the notice given 
under section 17—can be shown to have been 
fulfilled, the local authority has no power 
under section 18 to enter the dwelling-house 
or do the work. The Court based this find- 
ing on the fact that, although under section 
29 after an order for expenses has been made, 
there is an appeal to the County Conrt, no 
right of appeal is given in the event of a 
local authority wrongfully exercising the 
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right to enter upon premises and possibly 
invading them with 4 horde of workmen, 
and thus the plaintiff was held entitled to 
establish in such a way as he might deem 
convenient that the notices had been com- 
plied with so that the right of entry by the 
Council did not any longer exist. The case 
was adjourned for reference to a special 
referee for inquiry and report as to whether 
the notices, or some of them, had been com- 


plied with. 


In connection with this question whether or 
not the notices had been complied with, a 
— arose as to the form of the notices in 
this case. In the requirements of work tw 
be executed on the walls the words ‘* where 
necessary '’ occurred, no specific portious 
heing mentioned. The learned judge, whilst 
recognising that precise requirements as to 
the area to be pulled down could not be given 
until the work was opened up, intimated 
that the notices should specify with reason- 
able clearness what portions it is necessary 
to begin with for the purpose of rectifying 
the defects, or such nel mat ace as the portion 
above the string course or the height above the 
ground level, and that in his opinion notices 
to take down a wall in any event without 
specifying what part, would be wholly bad 
for want of precision, The Court then pointed 
out that as in this case he had already held 
that the notices were valid, in the absence 
of appeal that point was not open to the 
plaintiff, but it was necessary for the Court 
to consider it in connection with the questio: 
discussed above that the notices had been com- 
plied with, and this was how the question 
came to be referred to a referee for inquiry 
and report. 

It is perhaps to be regretted that this 
second point as to the notices having been 
complied with was not also made the subject 
of appeal to the Court of Appeal, as it ap 
pears to open a loophole for evading the 
provisions of the Act not contemplated at the 
time the legislation was passed. The scheme 
of the Act appears to be to confine the settle- 
ment of all questions to the County Court 
unless a question of law is involved. Thas, 
section 22, sub-section (1) (a) provides : “‘ Any 
person aggrieved by a notice under this part 
of the Act requiring the execution of works 
‘may appeal to the County Court.’"’ By sub- 
section (4) a further appeal is given to the 
Court of Appeal, but only upon a point of 
law, and otherwise the decision of the County 
Court is final. Now if the plaintiff had 
exerted his right to appeal to the County 
Court it appears that as a person aggrieved by 
the notices he could have raised every objec- 
tion to the form of the notices, including 
their lack of precision. The County Court on 
appeal has power to vary the notices, and if 
the notices had been amended and rendered 
definite, it seems hardly possible that any 
question but one of fact could have arisen as 
to his non-compliance with the notices. But 
in this case it appears that the plaintiff by 
simply lying by and taking no steps to appeal 
in the first instance to the County Court, at 
a late stage in the proceedings has been able 
to raise a difficult point in the High Court, 
before the local authority can exert the right 
under section 18, on default, to enter the 
premises and execute the works specified in 
the notices. Lack of precision in the notices 
ra mg to have been the origin of the diffi- 
culty in this case, but the importance of the 
case lies in the fact that in the above cir- 
cumstances a question could be raised in 
High Court proceedings as to the compliance 
or non-compliance of the plaintiff with the 
notices at that stage, as section 18 appears 
not to provide for such a contingency, but 
assumes that if a notice has not been com- 
plied with after appeal to the County Coart, 
and after 21 days from the final determina- 
tion of the appeal, or snch longer period as 
the Court determining the appeal may fix, the 
authority may do the work, whilst if there 
is no appeal that right accrnes after the ex- 
piration of the time specified in the notice. 
The case as reported presents many difficult 
questions, and any observations we have made 
we tender with diffidence, to draw attention 
to the pointe raised and — invite dis- 
cussion, rather than in a spirit of criticism.

CRACKS IN WALLS. 


Adams and Others v. The Guildford 
Corporation and Daniel T. Jackson, Ltd. 


In this case Mr. Harold H. Adams, the 
owner of a dwelling-house and lauadry pre- 
mises in Cemetery-road, Guildford, and Mrs. 
Ada P. Robbins and her son George, the 
lessees of the premises, brought the action 
against the Guildford Corporation and Messrs. 
Daniel T. Jackson, Ltd., contractors, of 
Ripple-road, Barking, Essex, to recover 
damages for the alleged negligence and breach 
of duty by the contractors in the construction, 
at the instance of the Corporation, of sewers 
in the Cemetery-road, Guildford. 

After a shaft had been sunk and a tunnel 
excavated, cracks appeared in the walls of 
the property of the plaintiffs. The plaintiffs 
suggested that the damage was caused by the 
timber used by the contractors for shoring, the 
shaft not being sufficiently substantial. 

The defendants denied that they had been 
guilty of negligence or that the damage was 
caused by or due to any acts of the con- 
tractors. They suggested that. the cracks in 
the walls of the plaintiffs’ property were due 
to the slipping of the ground on which their 
premises stood, or were caused by the vibra- 
tion arising from the working of the laundry 
machinery. The defendants also pleaded the 
protection of the Public Authorities Act and 
the Public Health Act as a defence to the 
action. 

Mr. A. H. M. Wedierburn appeared for the 
plaintiffs; and Mr. Austin Farleigh for the 
defendants. 

Mr. Edward John Sileock, of the firm of 
Silecock and Simpson, consulting engineers, of 
Westminster and Leeds; Mr. Sidney Goddard 
Clarke, of Clarke, Gammon and Emery, sur- 
veyors and valuers, of Guildford; and Mr. 
Frank Wellman Norris, a partner in the firm 
of J. H. Norris and Co., architects and sur- 
veyors, of Guildford and Godalming, gave 
evidence for the plaintiffs. 

Mr. R. F. Bargman, architect and surveyor, 
of Dorking, and Mr. Harold Wisden, resident 
engineer for the Guildford contracts, gave 
expert evidence on behalf of the defendants. 

{n giving judgment for the defendants, his 
lordship said that at one time the case ap- 
peared to be complicated, but the difficulties 
had disappeared. The house and laundry 
were standing on very difficult and dangerous 
ground for a house to be built on; a very 
insecure foundation. But that was no answer 
to the claims made in that case. You could 
not excuse your negligence by showing that 
that which might have injured would, of its 
own inherent vice, presently have ceased to 
exist. It was no answer of the defendants 
to say that the house was, in fact, very badly 
built, upon a very r foundation and upon 
shifting sand and London clay. You might, 
of course, draw the inference that the sinkin 
of the shaft and the making of the tunne 
were the cause of the house developing, at 
any rate, these numerous cracks some time 
in the month of May, the shaft having been 
begun in March. You might draw that infer- 
ence; but even assuming that one did, there 
was still the difficulty in the plaintiffs’ way 
—the shaft and the tunnel were lawful things, 
as they were authorised by Act of Parliament. 
The defendants were within their rights in 
making them. No one could complain if they 
did damage in making them, providing they 
did not cause that damage by doing some- 
thing which reasonable people in their posi- 
tion would not have done, or failing to do 
something which reasonable people in their 
position would have done. It was not enough 
to prove that the defendants’ sewer operations 

done damage to the plaintiffs’ house. 
It must be proved that the defendants’ opera- 
tions were carried on negligently, improperly 
and eatelessly, and on the evidence he could 
not come te that conclusion. The impression 


left upon iis mind was that the operations of 
the defendant contractors were carried out 
with all proper care and all proper precau- 
tions, and if they did have the effect vf letting 
down this house—but he was far frem saying 
they did—at any rate it was not due to any 
negligence or impropriety on their part, and 
the only claim which the plaintiffs might have 
—he was not saying they had a claim—was a 
claim for compensation under some statute 
which might give them some right, quite 
apart from proving negligence. In this case, 
before they could recover they must prove 
that the defendants had been guilty of 
negligence, and in his view they had failed to 
prove that, and there must be judgment for 
the defendants with costs. 


Orricia. Rereree’s Court. 
Before Mr. C. M. Pitman, K.C. 
ACTION BY ARCHITECT FOR FEES. 
Ward v. Cooper and Others. 

This was an action by Mr. Francis B. Ward, 
an architect, of South Brink, Wisbech, to 
recover £1,602, the balance of fees which he 
alleged to be due to him in connection with the 
erection of the Theatre Royal Cinema at Yar- 
mouth, the defendants being Mr. Frederick H. 
Cooper, of Brandall, Norfolk; Mr. Thomas W. 
Warren, of Regent-street, Yarmouth; and Mr. 
Frank Wolsey, of Marine-parade, Yarmouth. 

The plaintiff's case was that in January, 
1929, he prepared the plans for the theatre 
for £50. He was then appointed by the 
defendants to act as architect for the demoli- 
tion of the old theatre which stood on the site 
and the erection of the proposed new one, but 
in July, 1930, the defendants abandoned the 
scheme. Plaintiff's charges amounted to 
£1,902, of which only £300 had been paid. 

For the defence it was pleaded that the erec- 
tion of the theatre not having been completed, 
the remuneration claimed by the plaintiff was 
not earned. The defendants, however, alter- 
natively brought into court £150, which they 
said was sufficient to meet the plaintiff's 
claim. 

Mr. Thorpe, K.C., and Mr, A. Gordon 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. S. Cope 
Morgan for the defendants, Messrs. Cooper 
and Warren. The third defendant did not 
defend. 

Mr. Thorpe said that the defendants were 
minded to rebuild the old Theatre Royal at 
Yarmouth and convert it into a cinema 
theatre. Their idea was to amalgamate it 
with other theatres in the Eastern Counties 
in one company, but the company was never 
formed. The theatre at Yarmouth was after- 
wards completed, but not by the defendants. 

The Official Referee said that, as he under- 
stood it, the question he had to decide was 
whether there was a binding agreement to 
pay the plaintiff the fees laid down in the 

val Institute of British Architects Scale of 
Professional Charges, and, if there was, the 
amount the plaintiff was entitled to. He had 
to consider whether the work went forward 
within the meaning of the material letter. 

Mr. Thorpe replied that the work had gone 
forward as far as Mr. Ward could possibly 
make it go. He (counsel) said it was true 
that Mr. Ward had agreed to the suggestion 
that he would take half of the fees in the 
shares of the company to be formed. If the 
builder’s job did not go on, that was not the 
architect’s responsibility. 

The plaintiff, in cross-examination, said he 
had done a number of jobs before for Mr. 
ag He (witness) had nothing whatever 
to do with the putting forward of the pro- 
spectus of the company. All he had to do was 
to prepare the plans, and that he had done. 

The Official Referee, in giving judgment, 
said it was by no means an easy case to 
decide, because the parties were so very far 
apart on the question to be decided. How- 
ever, he felt it was right to say that the 
plaintiff, Mr. Ward, was an architect against 
whose integrity or ability not one word had 
been said in this case. 
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Having reviewed the evidence and facts of 
the case, the Official Referee said he came to 
the conclusion that Mr. Ward had done g 
considerable amount of work, but thing 


approaching the amount of work he was 
entitled to charge for on scale. In the cir. 
cumstances he allowed Mr. Ward £619 3s 
for the work he had done, and as he had heen 
paid £300 he would have judgment for 
£319 3s. and costs.

Profit on Contract.

When the work 
is finished the employer pays the sub-con- 
tractor the £1,000 direct instead of through 
the contractor, the contractor therefore losing 
the £100 profit. Is the contractor entitled to 
this £100? Kex. 

Rendering a Well. 

Srr,—I have a well to render in two coats 
of Portland cement and sand. It is specified 
that each coat shall be }in. thick, i.e., lin. 
thick in all. The local plasterer contends 
that as the bricks are saturated with water 
it is impossible to apply 4 in. in one applica- 
tian to a vertical face.

Condensation on Glass Roof. 

Srr,—We have recently fixed two exten 
sion skylights, sizes 12 ft. by 4 ft. glass size, 
to the roof of a billiard room to a club. The 
room is 20 ft. by 40 ft. and is 12 ft. to eaves 
and 22 ft. to the apex. During the cold 
weather, when there are a large number of 
people in the room the hot air condenses on 
the glass and drops down in large quantities. 
There is no through ventilation to the room.

Water Supply. 

Smr,—Plans have been anvroved by the local 
council and county council for three houses. 
The water supply is from a private company, 
a 4 in. main passing through the village. I 
propose to supply the houses from a 2 in. ser- 
vice, rouchly J70 yd., to be laid at my ex- 
pense. The water comrany are insisting on 
a 3 in. service, to be laid entirely at my own 
expense. Can the water companv comrel me 
to nut in a 3 in. pine where a 2 in. is suffi- 
cient? T have a supnlv of water available for 
hnildine purposes. If T brild the honses and 
lav a 2 in. service, can the water company 
refnse to connect to the main and srrnly 
water? E. 

fIt is difficult to give a satisfactory answei 
to this question without first seeing the regu 
lations of the water company and its special 
Act. Furthermore, it is necessary to know 
whether the road in which the three houses 
are to be built is privately owned or whether 
it is taken over by the local authority. Tf it 
is privately owned the road could be opened up 
and a 2 in. pipe laid, and a demand made 
upon the water company, as underta‘ers, for a 
supply of water. If the road is already taken 
over, querist has no right to oren up the road 
if it is vested in the local authority. 

In general, a water company is bound to lay 
pipes and supply water to every part of the 
district within the limits of the srecial Act: 
subiect to the aggregate arovnt of water rate 
recoverable from occupiers taking the supnlv 
being not less than one-tenth of the cost of 
laving the pipes down No doubt the 3 in. 
main is required for hydrants and fire pur- 
poses. 

On what is already disclosed it seems that 
the water company should nav the cost of the 
difference hetween a 2 in. and 3 in. nire fram 
the ‘‘limits’” already referred to, to the houses; 
and neontiations shon]d he entered inta with 
that object in view. Legal advice should he 
sought as to the construction of the special 
Act referred to. 

The local avthoritv will insist on a proper 
supply of water before cranting the hakita- 
tion certificate for the honses now in covrse 
of erection. There is, of course, nothing which 
world prevent the bnilder using the water for 
building purposes which he says he has avail- 


able. - Ep. ]

Flues and Short Chimneys.

Srr.—Flues seem to obey no laws in certain 
circumstances, though there are certain laws

which must be observed to suit even the 
average circumstance. Flues must not be 
straight from fireplace to pot, and the old 
rule that ‘‘the daylight should be covered 
by a bend’’ is a good one. Pinching the 
bore of a flue at such a bend is a frequent 
bricklaying fault, and fatal. But often the 
last resort of a revolving cowl or patent pot 
has to be adopted. SMOKE.

RECONDITIONING SMALL HOUSES. 
(Continued). 


Berors embarking on a policy involving 
heavy expenditure on improvements of smal! 
properties of the type now under considera- 
tion, owners and their advisers should form 
some conception of what is likely to — 
during, say, the next thirty years. Looking 
back on the happenings of the last thirty 
years and recalling both his own and the 
general attitude to the questions of this sort 
at the beginning of that period, the writer is 
impressed with the danger of prediction. 
Who but the most optimistic of all the 
Utopians would in 1900 have ventured to pre- 
dict that in 1933 we should be prescribing a 
maximum density of twelve cottages to the 
acre and laying it down that a fixed bath 
with hot and cold supply was an essential 
amenity of property of this sort’ At that 
time owners of quite large houses when seek- 
ing tenants found it necessary to advertise the 
presence of a bathroom with hot and cold 
water laid on, and an electric light installa- 
tion was classed with the luxuries. We were 
still building in enormous numbers that type 
of working house that seems destined in 
the near future to become an even more 
complex problem than that of the slums. 
Thirty years ago we should have said of 
such property that either it would remain in 
being until the e ion of commercial 
building made it worth while to buy for the 
purpose of pulling it down, or that it would 
ultimately degenerate into slums, though 
perhaps commanding then a higher rent than 
when first erected. It is so improbable as to 
be almost beyond belief that we shall permit 
the formation of new slums, but a stage will 
be reached when the cost of upkeep will be 
in excess of obtainable rentals and the pro- 
perty be ripe for pulling down. What will 
then happen will mainly depend upon what 
views our town planners now take. It is 
a comparatively simple matter to forecast the 
rent obtainable during the next ten years, 
but beyond that it would, I think, be wise to 
budget for a considerable fall in both the 
gross and the net income; in other words, to 
contemplate a drop in the rent and an 
increase in the cost of maintenance, to be 
measured by the probably increased vigilance 
of the sanitary and health authorities. At 
present the scarcity of houses is reflected in 
the rents obtainable for those that are decon- 
trolled, but it cannot be supposed that in the 
near future houses without fixed baths and 
other amenities will continue successfully to 
compete for good-class, ‘‘ house-proud”’ 
tenants, except at low rentals. Thus, not 
only must general repairs be given considera- 
tion in schemes of reconditioning, but thought 
must also be directed to improvement, by 
those who would take a sufficiently long view. 


A large majority of the non-parlour type 
of houses built from twenty to forty years 
ago have such narrow frontages as to make 
it very difficult to enlarge them by building 
on a back addition, even when it is not 
want of sufficient depth of site that precludes 
this solution. everywhere it will be 
found that tenants have sacrificed some of 
the air space prescribed in the Sige and 
erected some sort of rough shed. A very 
small family requires much more storage 
room to-day than did a large family when 
most of these houses were first erected; and 
two bicycles, a perambulator, food and coal 
store, wash boiler and gas stove, and sink 
and fixed bath, make too heavy a demand 
on the space available. But room must be 
found for all these thi if it is hoped to 
keep the houses reasonably well tenanted for 
thirty years. Could it be done (rent control 
stands in the way), in the majority of cases 
the best solution would be found in dividing 
up the property in such a way that three 


houses are shared by two small families. 
When the present scarcity of houses has been 
overcome, and rentals are determined by the 
extent and nature of the accommodation 
offered, it is thought that a better rent would 
be obtained from two reasonably convenient 
houses than from three that are cramped. 
It is not safe to prophesy, but it will prob- 
ably be a very long time before our people 
take kindly to the communal kitchen; and 
though the large blocks of flats may contri- 
bute something to the solution of the housing 
problem in the cities and large towns, they 
wil usually be populated from necessity 
rather than choice. 


Staircases. 


If the houses are to be altered on the lines 
above suggested, the middle house when 
divided up and shared between its neigh- 
bours will usually accommodate the staircase 
entrance, lobby and passage, larder and coal- 
place on the ground floor; and on the first 
floor a bathroom, water closet and small bed- 
room or box-room. This clearance in the 
non-parlour type of house makes it possible 
to transfer the kitchen range to the scullery, 
so securing short, direct runs for the hot 
water service, and taking the greater part 
of the housework out of the living-room. 
But in a mean street composed of houses in 
divided ownership, the individual owner is 
handicapped by the surroundings. 

In nearly all small houses, staircases are 
badly planned. In the older non-parlour 
types they usually rise out of the living- 
room (kitchen) or the scullery, or in a 
space dividing these two rooms. When they 
rise out of the living-room or scullery the 
seldom have fewer than six winders, and, 
in some cases, every step is a winder. Rising 
between plastered walls or partitions they 
are rarely found to have a width exceeding 
2 ft. 6 in., measured between the strings, 
and often it is less. In some cases the rise 
to each step is greater than the going by as 
much as 2 in., which makes them very 
dangerous of descent. When the house can- 
not be enlarged after the manner above de- 
scribed, they offer a problem of great diffi- 
culty to anyone seeking to improve them. 
When they rise out of either the kitchen or 
the scullery, a compromise may be effected 
by altering the position so that they are not 
wholly contained in either room, but this 
usually means a reduction in bedroom floor 
space; but when all things are considered, 
the sacrifice may be found to be worth 
while, for a staircase of better width and 
easier going is not so often in need of re- 
pair. The space under the stairs is always 
made to serve some purpose, and it can be 
used to better advantage when it is rather 
larger than is usual. It is not to be ex- 
pected that the space under these stairs 
should be provided with a window opening 
into the outer air, but there is no sound 
reason for leaving it unventilated, and it is 
a simple matter to put in a borrowed light. 
So fitted and lined out with cement, it may 
serve as a pantry. The floor may be dropped 
below the general level to gain head room. 


Baths. 


To find room for a fixed bath in a small 
house already badly in want of more room is 
a matter of much difficulty. The usual solu- 
tion of putting it in the scullery and using 
the cover as a table is an unsatisfactory one 
from many points of view. It found some 
favour in colliery districts at one time, but 
the provision of pit-head baths enables 
colliers to bathe and change their clothes be- 
fore going home, and similar facilities are 
now provided in many large factories. Above 
all others, the manual worker requires a full- 
size bath in which to lie down and soak and 
ease his tired muscles. In some cases where 
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the houses have a passage-way leading t 

staircase, the front bedroom is suffici-ntly 
large to allow a bathroom to be partiticne.) 
off, but in the non-parlour type of }:. 
there seems to be usually no alternati,.

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Ranges and Crates. 


The gas stove and electric cooker have Jone 
much to oust the old-fashioned kitchen range, 
but the combination coal-burning grate with 
oven and boiler is still very popular in «mal! 
houses, particularly that form which shows 
as a reception-room grate in the living room 
with the oven in the scullery. But usually 
in older houses the fireplaces are on the party 
walls, and the decision to be taken when con- 
templating improvements is whether a new 
range shall be fixed of the older or of the 
more modern type. It is a matter for indi- 
vidual judgment, but whatever is chosen 
should be of good quality, for it is a mis- 
take to instal a range that will not last. 
The worst mistake of all is to neglect to keep 
the range in repair, particularly in regard to 
the renewal of oven side-cheeks as soon as 
this becomes necessary. More ovens /iave 
holes burnt into them than are damaged in 
any other way. If there is a parlour. the 
fireplace will probably require rebacking, and 
it is a good plan at the same time to ‘ake 
out the grate and reset it solidly, taking care 
that the mantelpiece is properly filled in so 
as not to allow soot to accumulate behind it. 
The wash-boiler will also probably require to 
be rebuilt, and if there is no other place for 
the bath than the scullery, and the expect- 
ancy of life of the property does not warrant 
the provision of constant hot-water service, 
then the new wash-boiler can be provided 
with a pipe and draw-off tap connected to the 
bath. It should not be capable of com- 
pletely emptying the boiler. This is. how- 
ever, a poor arrangement, only to he adopted 
as a last resort. 


Scullery Sinks. 


Though deep-pattern sinks are in favour, 
it is noted that the average tenant does not 
use them as a bowl, but places a loose bow! 
in them for washing up. The reason is that 
really hot water is not usually available in 
sufficient quantity. Nevertheless, a deep sink 
with plug and union should be provided, to- 
gether with a draining-board of good size 
In the writer’s opinion it is better not to 
put a trap on the waste pipe but to take it 
through the wall as near to the underside of 
the sink as can be managed, using galvanised 
tubing with a tee-piece and access-cap out: 
side. Let the sink be carried on brackets 
so as to keep the floor space clear of 4! 
obstructions to easy cleaning.

INFLUENCE OF 


TEMPERATURE 


A BurpinG Research Technical Paper, just 
issued by the Department of Scientific and 
Industria! Research,* deals with the influence 
of temperature upon the strength development 
of concrete. The subject is one of consider- 
able practical importance, both in reinforced 
“oncrete construction and in mass concrete 
work. In reinforced concrete work it is diffi- 
cult to formulate rules for striking shuttering, 
ete., without some idea what effects are likely 
to be produced by external temperature con- 
ditions on different particular types of con- 
rete. In mass concrete work recent observa- 
tions have shown that the rise of temperature 
during the process of setting and hardening 
may be considerable and have a marked effect 
upon the strength developed. “Tt is only 
within the last few years,’’ the report states, 
‘that it has been realised that the expansion 
due to heat hydration of the cement, followed 
by contraction on subsequent cooling has been 
largely responsible for the detrimental cracks 
that have been observed in large concrete 
masses. 


Special Specifications in America. 

In America special specifications calling fo: 
the selection of cements with a low evolution 
of heat have been enforced in connection with 
the erection of the great Hoover Dam and the 
Pine Canyon Dam at Pasadena, California. 

The report contains the latest results of 
laboratory work at the Building Research 
Station, corroborated by full-scale tests, on 
the evolution of heat in concrete during set- 
ting. These experiments, it is believed, form 
the most. complete examination of the subject 
vet made anywhere in the world. The results 
show that in small members of Portland 
cement concrete it is desirable to conserve the 
heat evolved during the process of hydration 
in order to accelerate the strength develop- 
ment. In mass concrete work, where high in- 
ternal temperature may subsequently result 
n extensive contraction tending to the forma- 
tion of cracks, the results would seem to con- 
firm the desirability of using Portland cements 
which have a slow rate of evolution of heat. 
When high alumina cement is used, every 
effort should be made to dissipate the heat 
evolved as quickly as possible. 


Application of Photo-Electric Cell. 

The report includes an account of an in- 
genious electrical method by which the heat 
leveloped in a small test specimen of concrete 
in the process of setting, placed in a vacuum 
flask, is used to cause a beam of light to fall 
on a series of photo-electric cells. These, in 
‘urn, by means of a radio-valve amplifier, 
operate electric heaters placed in water sur- 
rounding the vacuum flask in such a way that 
the test piece is exposed to the same condi- 
Hons as it would experience if it was at the 
entre of a large mass of similar concrete. 
The apparatus also enables a number of other 
small test pieces immersed in water to be put 
throug the same series of temperature 
changes as the original specimen. 


Effects of Cold Weather. 


Other sections of the report deal with the 
effects ' external temperature upon the de- 
velopment of strength in concrete. The effects 
are very marked with normal or rapid-harden- 
ng Porrland cement concrete, especially in 
the ear» stages of maturing. Hardening is

cautionary measures be taken to protect the 
‘concrete after it has been placed if the 
thermometer is falling below 10 deg. C 
(50 deg. F.). 

““In specifying strength values to be at- 
tained by concrete sampled on the job at 
early ages, it is evident that the maturing 
temperature must be carefully considered. 
Even the temperature range of 14.4 deg. C. 
(58 deg. F.) to 17.8 deg. C. (64 deg. F.), 
as laid down in the British Standard Speci- 
fication for Portland cement, permits consider- 
able variation in the early strength of con- 
crete. Within this temperature range there 
appears to be a variation of 30 per cent. in 
the strength at 24 hours.’’ 

The effects of temperature upon the strength 
are not so marked at later ages, and there 
is no very significant difference in the 
strength of Portland cement concrete after 
28 days when cured within the yearly range 
of temperatures likely to be experienced on 
the job. With high alumina cement, a con- 
siderable falling off in strength has been 
observed in the laboratory tests when the 
concrete has matured at the temperatures 
above 66 deg. F. Observations from tests 
extending over a period of years on high 
alumina cement concrete have shown that if 
proper precautions are taken to keep the con- 
erete cool during its early history, very good 
results are obtained, and the very high early 
strength, which makes this type of cement 
so valuable, is not impaired. 


Special Precautions for Marine Work. 

Cases sometimes arise in using  rapid- 
hardening Portland cements in which very 
early strength, in a matter of hours, must 
be assured, as, for example, in marine work 
when placing between successive tides, or 
when the time available for the use of forms 
and shuttering is very limited. Much can 
be done to achieve an acceleration in 
strength development, especially in cold 
weather, by conserving the heat generated 
by the cement after placing by providing 
adequate heat insulation round the concrete 
or by heating the materials and appliances 
when mixing and placing. When using high 
alumina cement, however, the preheating of 
materials is undesirable 


Hot Cement 

Another section of the work deals with 
‘“hot cement,’ i.e., cement hot to the 
touch. Cement becomes heated by friction 
during the process of grinding, and generally 
the finer the grinding the higher will be the 
temperature of the cement as it leaves the 
mills. To meet the large demand for Port- 
land cement, it has apparently been neces- 
sary for manufacturers in recent years to 
deliver consignments direct from the mille to 
the construction job. It often happens, 
therefore, that cement, and, more particularly, 
rapid-hardening cement and cement stored in 
paper bags, is appreciably hot to the touch as 
it arrives on the site, and uncertainty some- 
times exists as to the quality of the concrete 
which would result from the use of this so- 
called ‘hot cement.’’ Tests are recorded 
which show that the effects of using “hot” 
Portland cement under conditions likely to 
be found on a job are unimportant. 


Temperature of Storage of Cement. 

In hot climates or in the hold of a ship, 
cement may be for some weeks at a fairly 
high temperature, or, on the other hand, 
it may be subjected to very low temperatures 
during a hard winter or in a low climate. 
Experiments at the Building Research Station 
have shown that, provided the Portland 
cement or high alumina cement is stored in 
airtight containers, which themselves will not 
deteriorate under the action of heat or cold, 
the strength of concrete prepared from such 
cement is not likely to be seriously im- 
paired by the effects of the temperatures 
at which it is stored. 
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MASONRY APPRENTICES 


ANNUAL PRIZE-GIVING 


Sir Gites Scorr, President of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, presented, on 
October 19, the prizes gained by masonry 
apprentices of the London Association of 
Master Stone Masons, which is affiliated to 
the London Master Builders’ Association. 
The ceremony was held at 34, Russell-square, 
W.C., with Major A. D. 8. Rice (President, 
L.M.B.A.) in the chair. 

Mr. E. J. Burlington, chairman of the 
Masonry Apprenticeship Committee, gave a 
short review of the year’s work. There 
were over 50 apprentices under the scheme, 
nearly a record, and, in spite of the bad 
times, there had been great heenness shown 
on the part of the apprentices. He thought 
it right to say that the general standard 
did not reach that of other years; on the 
other hand, never had the prize-winning 
papers been better. Some of the papers had 
achieved full marks. The Association was 
much indebted for help to the Worshipful 
Company of Masons, to the Brixton School of 
Building (where the theoretical part of the 
examination was held), and to Messrs. 
Holland & Hannen and Cubitts, in whose 
yards the practical tests had taken place. 
The Association was pursuing its work 
strongly, for, in spite of the machine, there 
was still need for good craftsmen, 

Sir Giles, presenting the prizes, said that, 
as his practice consisted largely of churcli 
and collegiate work, he had better oppor- 
tunities than most architects to take time 
over his works and achieve what he really 
wanted to do. Masonry entered largely into 
that work. At Liverpool, for example, there 
was on the Cathedral a band of masons un 
equalled in the country. For 30 years work 
had gone on, with a break of only one year 
Many of the best masons were among the 
older men, but not all. He had noticed that 
the men who were masters of their craft were 
men of fine character. The modern tendency 
was, of course, towards machine technique ; 
though we might react, for the present we 
seemed condemned to that technique. That 
was a great pity, and it was the more pleasure 
to him, therefore, that at such places as 
Liverpool craftsmen got their chance. A 
drawback of this age of hurry was that the 
mason seldom saw his work in position, and 
so could not be expected to take the same 
degree of interest in it, as, for instance, the 
Liverpool masons were able to. It was the 
ideal state of affairs, though difficult to 
achieve in London, that every mason he 
able to see his work in position on the job. 
There was one difficulty he had met with in 
Liverpool—to get the masons to give to the 
surface of the stones a textured or waved 
effect like adzed oak. He felt that, while 

plain surfaces were right for Classic buildings, 
the stones of Gothic buildings demanded that 
textured surface. Eventually, however, he 
achieved his object. As to the prizes, he 
was delighted to be there to present the 
awards to the successful apprentices. He 
noticed that the South Western Stone Co., 
Ltd., had gained two first awards, and that 
Messrs. Trollope and Colls, Ltd., had secured 
five out of a total of 10 awards. That spoke 
well of the interest those two firms displayed 
in the welfare of the apprentice.

ASSOCIATION’S Sth ANNUAL MEETING. 


Tae fifth annual meeting of the Cast Con- 
crete Products Association was held on Octo- 
ber 11 at the Buildi Research Station, 
Watford, when 48 members journeyed there 
from all parts of the country. On arrival, the 
members were conducted in parties over the 
laboratories, where they had an opportunity 
of seeing the work which is being carried 
out on their behalf and of personally dis- 
cussing any item with the Station investiga- 
tors. 


At the annual general meeting, arising 
out of the report, a question was asked if 
the Council could say to what extent the 
recently published British Standard Specifi- 
cation for Partition Slabs had been adopted, 
and whether special terms could be arranged 
for the testing of these and other concrete 
products. In reply, it was stated that the 
Association’s Committee had devoted much 
time and thought to the preparation of the 
specification, and the members making this 
product had been given the benefit of the 
work and research which had been carried 
out. Although the request for this specifi- 
cation had emanated from the R.1.B.A., it 
did not appear that its importance was suffi- 
ciently appreciated by users. The suggestion 
that special testing facilities be arranged for 
members would be considered by the new 
Council, Another member mentioned that 
cast stone makers and architects sometimes 
experienced considerable inconvenience owing 
to the many interpretations of such terms 
as ‘rubbed finish,’ ‘‘ tooled finish,” etc., 
and proposed that the C.C.P.A. should con- 
sider the desirability of drawing up standard 
definitions. of finishes for cast stone. A 
general feeling of regret was expressed at the 
increasing number of avoidable casualties 
caused by fragments of metal lamp standards, 
etc., when broken in street accidents. The 
members were glad to note that a numbe: 
of road authorities were replacing metal 
posts, etc., near the kerb with precast con- 
crete units.

Luncheon was taken at the Station, when, 
on behalf of the Association, the Chairman 
thanked Dr. Stradling for placing the facili- 
ties of the Station at their disposal for the 
day. After expressing his appreciation of 
the kind things which had been said about 
the staff and their work, Dr. Stradling re- 
ferred to the scheme of co-operative research, 
and said he thought it was one of the most 
successful efforts he had ever seen a trade 
association make. The cause of crazing had 
definitely been discovered, and the next step 
towards its prevention or cure came from 
the manufactarers’ own —— experience. 
He did not mean to imply that the practical 
problems were over, as it was not known 
whether the process which was being tried 
out in the laboratory would be successful. 
The theory was right, and they were work- 
ing to devise some means which could be 
installed in works in order that it might 
be possible to give a commercial guarantee 
against crazing. Quite frankly, he did not 
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think they ought to rest until they were 
in that position. 

In responding to a toast, Mr. Harold 
Anderson (Chairman, Cement Marketing Co., 
Ltd.) said it was very gratifying to see the 
Association growing so strongly. It was 
evident from what Dr. Stradling had said 
that the money spent on research had been 
wisely spent. He understood that the scheme 
had been financed on a voluntary basis, and 
that the Association required £300 to com- 
plete the £2,750 due as the industry’s con- 
tribution to the end of the year. He there- 
fore had pleasure in announcing that the 
company of which he was the chairman would 
make a donation of £300. In concluding, 
Mr. Anderson reminded the members of the 
value of propaganda. It was necessary, he 
said, that they should act as a body to bring 
the advantages of their products, and the 
developments which they were making in 
their products, to the notice of those who 
were likely to be able to employ them. 

Owing to shortness of time, it was neces- 
sary for the concluding address on the pro- 
gramme to be given while the members took 
tea. This was delivered by Mr. F. L. Brady, 
M.Sc., A.I.C., who acquainted the members 
with the latest developments in the investiga- 
tions being conducted under the Co-operative 
Research Scheme. 





Metal Trades’ Benevolence. 

So much attention is paid to the manual 
workers that the “‘ black-coated ” class (many 
of whom are outside the unemployment in- 
surance scheme) tend to be forgotten. Yet 
on these men, who have to ‘‘ keep up appear- 
ances,”’ the depression has fallen severely, 
as is borne out by the applications to the 
Royal Metal Trades’ Pension and Benevolent 
Society. Although there are over 30,000 metal 
firms throughout the country, only 5,000 are 
annual subscribers. As indicating the need 
for its work, there were 65 candidates at the 
election last month to fill 15 vacancies in the 
pension list.

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CONCRETE PARTITION 
BLOCKS 


A New Lightweight Aggregate. 

In the course of a'recent lecture on “ Siates 
and Roof Tiles,’’ at Carpenter's Hall, E.C., 
Mr. F. L. Brady, of the Building Research 
Station, referred to a new aggregate for pre 
paring lightweight partition slabs of concrete. 
Che process of quarrying slate, said the lec- 
turer, was one of the most wasteful it was 
possible to imagine. Only a very small pro- 
portion of the material quarried ever found 
its way on to a roof; from 95 to 97 per cent. 
was waste. Efforts had been made to find a 
use for this waste material, and it had been 
found that if roofing slate of certain types 
was heated to a very high temperature, under 
certain conditions it swelled up and developed 
into an extremely light, but very strong, 
porous material. Many types of this ex- 
panded slate would float in water, but were 
so resistant to waterlogging that they would 
keep on floating for days, and it seemed that 
this material, expanded slate, might be the 
ideal aggregate for preparing lightweight par- 
tition slabs. At the present time, substances 
like breeze, clinker and pumice were used. 
Of these three pumice was probably the most 
satiffactory, but in expanded slate we had 
something very much stronger. At the 
moment it appeared to be satisfactory in every 
respect, and one of the big cement compan- 
ies was testing to see whether the process 
was applicable on a large scale. The prelim- 
inary tests appeared encouraging. 

The lecturer showed a lightweight parti- 
tion block. To obtain the aggregate for this, 
he said, slate had been crushed and then 
treated in a furnace so as to expand it. 
Thus a structure was developed where cells 
were disseminated through the material, each 
cell being surrounded by a ridge of fused 
slate. It was to be hoped, he said, the pro- 
cess would prove successful and be a 
valuable help to British industry. 


Builders’ Clerks Benevolent Institution. 

The 66th annual report of the Builders’ 
Clerks’ Benevolent Institution discloses that 
up to the end of 1932 no less than £29,391 
has been paid out in annual pensions and 
temporary relief. During the year 1932, 
£853 13s. 4d. was paid out, a further £500 
was invested, and another £50 was placed 
towards the purchase of a Presentation (at 
cost of 250 guineas) to enable an orphan of 
a builder’s clerk to be maintained and edu- 
cated. It is to be hoped that support of this 
most deserving charity will be continued in 
the present year. 


London Building Regulations. 

Mr. Alan E. Muanby, F.R.LB.A., in a letter 
to the Press, raises a point of some interest 
to those who make application to the London 
County Council for approval of plans for 
buildings demanding special consideration. 
Mr. Munby writes :—‘‘ New works and altera- 
tions have to conform to the requirements of 
the London Building Act, and though local 
officials, always available, are appointed to 
see to such comphance, questions frequently 
arise which are outside their jurisdiction and 
have to be referred to the London County 
Council. . From the end of July till well 
into October formal decisions are not to be 
obtained except for occasional voluntary 
attendance by some member of the committee, 
even with which five weeks can elapse before 
a decision. To wait during such interval 
would often involve the cessation of a con- 
tract, with much financial loss and disorgani- 
sation, and the building owner, or usually his 
architect, is faced with the alternative of pro 
ceeding and risking approval which, if not 
obtained, may involve subsequent demolition 
of new work at considerable outlay. This 
is not a position in which a building owner 
or his professional adviser should be placed, 
and the remedy would appear to be to give 
powers during recess to some perman¢ nt 
official to deal formally with urgent applica- 
tions under Acts administered hy the 
Council.”’
